Balmer’s plane, the “Constance,” SACRAMBNTO—United Bank and

ships ever seen on the Pacific coast. 
It was built at his special order and 
hap many unique: features: that place 
it in a class by itself. Weighing only 
1650 peunds, the plane has a lifting 
capacity of over 800 pounds ‘and a 
flying speed of 126.9. nfiles per hour 
With a cruising: speed df 90 miles an 
hour. 

The ship carries sufficient fuel for 
six hours steady flying. It has a 180 
h. p. Wright motor and a total cap- 
eity of 80 gallons of gasoline, 35 
gallons of which are carried in a 
tank in the upper wing. The plane 
is silver coated and almost invisible 
when flying against the sun. It 
has been especially fitted out for 
aerial photography work, with a 
place in the bottom of the forward 
cockpit for the large camera which 
is used for this work. 

Patterson, the pilot, recently as- 
sisted in the making of a map 18x20 
feet of a section of Mexico. The plie- 
tures were taken for the Mexican 
government and welded into one 
large map. - 

Built In California 

The plane was built at Venice and 
is made entirely of California pro- 
ducts. The stablizer is adjustable 
from the pilot’s seat and is used 
when a flexible load is carried. It 
can carry four passengers with easc. 
There is also a glass on the bottom 
of the pilot’s cockpit, giving him a 
view of the country directly beneath 
the plane. 

One particular feature of the plane, 
of. which Balmer was proud, was 
the radiator, which is beneath the 
engine.’ This is so arranged that it 
can be brought entirely out of the, 
wind when the plane is being warm- 
ed up preparatory to taking off. 
When the engine warms up the radia- 
tor is then lowered. The ship is one 
of the finest steam line planes ever 
seen in the west. It has octagonial 
Plywood fuselage with welded steel 
landing gear.
